Mussolini Wants to Visit 
Troops on African Front 


Tells Interviewer He Would Like to Borrow 
Common Soldier’s Body to See 
What’s Going On.

ROME, Jan. 30.—This correspond- 
ent had always heard that it was 
a long, nervous walk across Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s office, but it was 


delightful. 

The minute the door was opened, 
Mussolini rose in the far corner, 
where his desk is situated, grinned, 
held out his hand and said: “Come 
on in. I am giad to see you.” 

After a warm handclasp, Mus- 
solini asked: “How are things go- 
ing? You have been in both col- 
onies for four months and _ seen 
both fronts, tell me how things 
are.” : 

The reply was: “Your armies are 
grand. Their health is excellent, en- 
thusiasm wonderful but—port fa- 
cilities at both Massaua and Mo- 


sorship situation is a disgrace to 
Italy.” 

He didn’t agree, but neither did 
he put up any argument. He smiled 
again. 

After a talk of 15 minutes, with 
Mussolini and his caller sitting on 
two desks, close together, he said: 


“I wish I could borrow your 


body, or that of a common soldier, 
so I could see the things you have 
seen, visit both fronts, find out for 
myself what is going on.” 

The interviewer replied: 

“Why don’t you go there? I vis- 
ited Gen. Misky’s Blackshirts be- 
yond Aksum a few days ago. As 
we arrived, the soldiers lined the 
road and held out their hands

shouting: ‘Duce! Duce! Duce!’” 

Mussolini’s eyes brightened. He 
jumped off the desk on which he 
was sitting, and strode up’ and 
down, exclaiming: “Oh, how I 
would love to see a thing like that! 
You really think my soldiers think 
like that about me?” 

Mussolini had started the talk in 
English, although he knows Ger- 
man and French equally well be- 
side his own Italian. But his En- 
glish is not the British English—it 
is American. 

For instance, “How’s for knowing 
what’s going on down there?” 

Perhaps that was not a perfect 
American colloquialism, but it was 
the kind of query one would hear 
on Main street, not in London. 

Mussolini has mapped out for 
himself a definite path to travel, 
and he has sent his soldiers to 
tramp that path. All he wants to 
know is—are they moving on? Are 
their hearts with him? 

He asked about this and was 
told that the correspondent had 
never seen any spirit like that of 
his troops in Africa, even in the 
World War. He exclaimed: “Oh, 
you were an officer in the World 
War?” 

“No, I was a Corporal.” 

Whereupon he shouted: 
er, sO Was I!” 

The audience ended. When the 
interviewer was leaving Mussolini 
said again: “I wish I could bor- 
row your body or that of a com- 
mon soldier so that I could really 
see for myself how things are go-

HEAVY SNOWFALL IN SOUTH 
FROM TEXAS TO CAROLINAS

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 30.—Snow- 
fall of record-breaking proportions 
covered much of the South today, 
paralyzing traffic. Snow was re- 
ported from Texas to the Carolinas. 
Only Florida, South Georgia and 
the gulf coastal regions were 
spared. Over North and South 
Carolina the snowfall ranged from 
3 to 7 inches and was still falling 
early today. Minimum  tempera- 
tures there were generally in the 
high twenties. Tennessee was snow 
covered, with much colder weather 
due. Birmingham, Ala., reported 11 
inches of snow. Atlanta traffic fa- 
cilities were crippled by an eight- 
inch snow — heaviest in the city’s

oU,000 WORKERS SENT 
10 AFRICA BY ITALY 


Mussolini Says Their Activity 
Behind Lines Assures New 
Conquests. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 30.—Premier Mus- 
solini told his Council of Ministers 
today that 50,000 new workers, sent 
to East Africa, had assured perfec- 
tion behind the Italian lines in serv- 
ice which would enable the army to 
win new conquests. 

The meeting with the Ministers 
was the first in a new series of con- 
sultations with the Premier's advis- 
ers on military and economic prob- 
lems of Italy at home and abroad. 

An official communique, issued 
after the session, said Mussclini 
told his Ministers the Army of East 
African laborers would continue 
road-building right through “the 
big rains” of next summer. 

The Council also approved the 
requisition of all wool from the next 
shearing for firms providing mili 
tary supplies, a measure which re- 
called World War pr cedure. 

The Cabinet also approved crea- 
tion of a new Alpine division and a 
new Alpine artillery regiment and 
rezoning of the National Carabinieri 
into eight instead of five military 
zones. 

The Council gave its entire atten- 
tion to the international political 
situation, as Mussolini discussed 
the French domestic crisis and the 
relation of the British Mediterra- 
nean fleet to the possible spread 
to Europe of Italy’s “colonial ac- 
tion.” 

The Ministers approved Mussoli- 
ni’s plan for registering the physical 
condition and military preparation 
of Italian citizens in booklets car- 
ried by individuals. The plan is in- 
terpreted as a move t6 improve the 
physical status of Italian manpow- 
er. The booklets would be present- 
ed with other documents in order 
to obtain employment. 


WORD PASSED TO SHARE AAA 
COTTON TAX WITH CUSTOMERS 


Leaders of Industry Warn Manu- 
facturers Retroactive Levies 
Will Ruin Many Firms. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. — Word 
went out to cotton mills today to 
pass along to customers $50,000,000 
they retrieved when the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act was invaili- 
dated. 

The industry’s leadership made 
that urgent suggestion to all cotton 
manufacturers with a public warn- 
ing that retroactive taxes in farm 
legislation would ruin many com- 
panies. 

“Such a levy,” said Dr. C. MT. 
Murchison, Cotton Textile Institute 
president, “will throw into insolv- 
ency one-third of the mills.” 

The $50,000,000 is the sum of cot- 
ton processing taxes paid under pro- 
test to Federal Courts. 

The industry’s counter proposal 
to the much discussed retroactive 
tax was a farm program finance’ 
by a general sales vy. The lead- 
ers voted down a proposal to fight 
farm relief. 

The plan of action was adopted at 
a meeting of representatives of the 
cotton textile institute, natio: al as- 
seciation of cotton manufacturers 
and American Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers,

Killed, Five Hurt. 


FORCED LANDING 
IN SNOWSTORM 


Flyer Ted Kincannon Had 
Shut Off Gasoline and 
Given Safety Orders to 
Others Aboard. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30. — American 
Airlines said the forced landing of 
one of their planes near Denton, 
Tex., might have been caused by 
failure of a heater to keep ice out of 
the carburetor. C. R. Smith, presi- 
dent of the company, talked by tele- 
phone with William Littlewood, 
chief engineer, a passenger on the 
plane.

DENTON, Tex., Jan. 30. — Ted 
Kincannon, 38 years old, veteran 
air mail pilot, was killed and five 
passengers suffered minor cuts 
and bruises in the crash of an 
American Airlines plane yesterday. 
The ship did not clear a clump of 
trees in making a forced landing 
in a blinding snowstorm. 

“Ten feet more and we'd have 
been all right,” said a passenger, 
“but the snow was so thick it’s a 
wonder we came as near as we did.

William Littlewood, chief en- 
gineer, American Airlines, of Chi- 
cago. 

First Saved His Passengers. 

C. M. Kurtsinger, owner of the 
farm where the plane fell on the 
edge of a field that would have af- 
forded landing space, said passen- 
gers told him Kincannon’ saved 
their lives by shutting off the gas- 
oline cocks and warning them to 
buckle their safety belts. He said 
all agreed the pilot probably could 
not see the snow-covered trees. 

One wing caught on the branches 
and was torn partly away, throw- 
ing the eight-passenger plane to 
the ground. The motor fell about 
10 yards from the rest of the 
wreckage. 

Kurtsinger said the survivors told 
him Kincannon was found in the 
rear of the ship with the passen- 
gers, apparently torn from his seat 
by the impact. Kincannon still was 
breathing when help arrived from 
nearby towns, but died in an am- 
bulance. 

W. T. Byrum, undertaker, said 
death apparently was caused by a 
spike or other sharp piece of metal 
driven into Kincannon’s head over 
the left eyes. He had a wound 
over the other eye, a broken leg, 
and possibly other injuries. 

Chicago-to-Texas Plane. 

The scene of the crash was about 
18 miles southeast of here, near 
Little Elm. The plane was on the 
way from Chicago, to Fort Worth 
and Dallas. Its last stop was 
Oklahoma City. 

Byrum said Kincannon’s watch 
was stopped at 3:06, indicating he 
was running behind time. The 
plane was due in Fort Worth at 
3 p. mM. 

What caused the descent was not 
determined, although Mrs. Eugene 
Grace, living on a farm near the 
scene, said she heard the plane 
circling overhead in the snow for 
some time before she heard the 
crash. She said it sounded as 
though there was motor trouble. 

The cabin walls of the plane were 
yso twisted that passengers were 
unable to open the door. They 
knocked out windows to escape. 

Kincannon, whose home was in 
Fort Worth, had a flying record 
of nearly 8100 hours. He was mar- 
ried. He received his flying train- 
ing in the army school at Fort 
Worth in 1918. He went with 
American Airlines in 1932 and since 
then had flown out of Fort Worth 
to St. Louis, El Paso, Amarillo and 
Atlanta. For a short time he was 
station manager at New Orleans. 


WARNS AGAINST CHINESE REDS 


U. S. Embassy Urges Missionaries 
to Leave Kweichow.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 30.—The Unit- 
ed States Embassy at Peiping 
warned American missionaries re- 
maining in Kweichow province in 
Southwestern China tonight to 
evacuate the area as a result of 
recurring. Communist depredations. 

Chinese advices reaching Nan- 
king said 15,000 Reds were ap- 
proaching Kweiyang, Kweichow 
province capital, which is expected 
to fall into the hands of the in- 
vaders. At Tientsin, the Japanese 
military reported evidence of wide- 
spread Red activity in North China 
apparently aimed at taking over 
the large area between the Great 
Wall and the Yellow River.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.—An 


information asking for a contempt 
of court citation against Bert F. 
Fenn, St. Louis lawyer, for his ac- 
tion in suing three members of the 
Bar Committee of the Eighth (St. 
Louis) Judicial Circuit for $150,000 
damages, in connection with an in- 
quiry into his professional con- 
duct, was filed in the Supreme 
Court today by Attorney-General 
McKittrick. 


The Court entered an order for 
Fenn to show cause why the cita- 
tion should not be issued, return- 
able Feb. 17. 

Members of the Bar Committee 
were acting in their official capa- 
city as representatives of the Su- 
preme Court in dealing with Fenn 
and as such enjoyed the same priv- 
ileges and immunity from civil lia- 
bility as the members of the Court 
itself, McKittrick asserted. 

The application for a contempt 
citation was the first step of the 
kind since the Supreme Court 
adopted its stringent rules govern- | 
ing conduct of lawyers in the au- | 
tumn of 1934. 

Fenn’‘s suit included amon 
defendants 
Grover C. Sibley and George M. 
Hagee, members of the Bar Com- 
mittee, the fourth member of which 
was appointed only recently. The 
suit charged that the committee 
and certain representatives of the 
National Pigments and Chemical 
Co., a subsidiary of the National 
Lead Co., conspired to injure Fenn 
professional reputation through a 
plot to enable his disbarment. 

The committee cited Fenn for a 
hearing on a charge of professional 
misconduct, a partial hearing was 
held and the committee still had 
the matter under advisement, Mc- 
Kittrick’s application set out. 

Filing of Fenn’s suit constituted 
“wilful and contumacious disregard 
of the rules of the Court and inter- 
ference with the procedure and 
processes of the Court,” the Attor- 
ney-General alleged. He charged 
that the suit was calculated to and 
would delay and disrupt the pro- 
cedure fixed by the Court’s rules 
for investigation of alleged miscon- 
duct of lawyers. Further, he as- 
serted, the suit was designed to 
hinder the Court and its representa- 
tives in the enforcement of the 
rules and was filed intentionally to 
harass and injure members of the 
committee, 


Deposition Taken in Suit: Fenn Did 
Not Know Committee. 

In depositions today in the law 
offices of Boyle & Priest, Chemical 
Building, ‘Attorney Fenn testified 
that when he filed the damage suit 
he did not know that Liberman, 
Hagee and Sibley were members of 
the Bar. Committee of the Eighth 
(St. Louis) Judicial Circuit. He tes- 
tified he thought they were mem- 
bers of the Grievance Committee of 
the Bar Association. 

In response to questions by coun- 
sel for the National Pigments & 
Chemical Co., he testified he based 
his allegations against the _ three 
members of the committee on state- 
ments made in a telephone conver- 
sation by Harry McCarthy, former 
investigator for the National Lead 
Co., a subsidiary of the chemical 
company. McCarthy was recently 
sentenced to the penitentiary for 
falsifying his qualifications in a 
bond case in Federal Court.

It was learned that the White 
House conference canvassed the en-

For farm relief alone it was esti- 
mated that $500,000,000 to $600,000,- 
000 will be required. 

The White House conferees said 
no conclusion was ched and 
no further studies would be made, 

Attorney-General Cummings had 
said earlier a farm tax bill would 
go to Capitol Hill in a week. 

Payment Put Up to Congress. 

The President in a letter te 
Speaker Byrns of the House yes 
terday asked Congress to approprie 
ate $2,249,000,000 to meet the re 
quirements for payment of the 
bonus. 

The letter was sent to the Speak- 
er’s office last night. Byrns said 
he would refer it to the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

The bonus bill enacted Monday 
over Roosevelt's veto merely au- 
thorized payment. Separate action 
is necessary to make the money 
available. 

Chairman Doughton of the Ways 
and Means Committee, where tax 
legislation must originate, said he 
did not see that this request for 
funds, which he regarded as rou- 
tine, necessarily meant new tax 
legislation would be sought.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 
Columbia Gas & Electric Corpora- 
tion has joined the Government in 
a consent decree providing that Co- 
lumbia will withdraw from “domi- 
nation or control, direct or indirect,’ 
over the affairs of the Panhandle 
Eastern Pipeline Co., the Depart- 
ment of Justice announced late yes- 

terday. 

The Government, in an anti-trust 
suit, charged that Columbia domi- 
nated Panhandle, through stock 
- gwnership, in such a way as to pre- 
vent the latter company from in- 
troducing natural gas into areas de- 
siring to buy it. 

The St. Louis market for natural 
gas was one of the areas involved 
in these charges. The Panhandle 
Eastern had a half ownership in 
the Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line Co., 
which has a line passing within less 
than 100 miles of St. Louis. Co- 
lumbia, through its domination of 
Panhandle, had prevented Missouri- 
Kansas from serving St. Louis, it 
was charged. | 

Parish Domination. 
These charges were also reviewed 

at length in a hearing in chancery 
court in Wilmington, Del., over the 
tangled finances of the Missouri- 
Kansas Co., promoted by Frank P. 
Parish, utility operator. Parish 
charged at that hearing that three 
or four of the big oil and gas com- 
panies completely dominated the 
field and parceled out the available 
market to suit themselves. 

The . Government's complaint 
against Columbia charged that the 
company “caused the Panhandle 
Corporation to neglect and reject 
many opportunities to sell its natu- 
ral gas to consumers in Kansas 
i Louis, Detroit and = in 

communities.”  . 

/The Columbia group was also 
charged by the Government with 
“owning, controlling and dominat- 
ing the operation of more than 70 
subsidiaries.” The Government 
charged that in purchasing an in- 
terest in Panhandle, Columbia had 
“conspired to prevent the introduc- 
tion of natural gas” in areas adja- 
cent to the pipe line built from 
Texas to the Indiana border. 

Judge Nields Signs Decree. 

‘The consent decree was signed 
by Federal Jgdge John P. Nields at 
Wilmington. It contains complicat- 
ed and highly technical provisions 
for disposition of the stock of sub- 
sidiary corporations held by the Co- 
lumbia company in accord with the 
terms of the decree. 

A trustee was named by the 
Court to hold the stock of the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipe Line Co., con- 
trolled by Columbia, and ordered 
the trustee “to exercise the voting 
rights of such stock in conformity 
with the decree.”

“At the same time, the President 
transmitted a letter by Charles H. 
Fullaway, administrative assistant 
to the acting Director of the Bud- 
get, explaining the estimates and 
the various amounts the Govern- 
ment would require in order to 
carry out the provisions of the Ad- 
justed Compensation Payment Act. 

.“For administrative expenses of 
the Veterans’s Administration, in- 
cluding personnel services, equip- 
ment, rentals and other necessary 
exensess to enable the Veterans’ 
Administration to perform the du- 
ties required by the act, $5,500,000 
was estimated. To establish an ad- 
justed service certificate fund, to 
provide for the payment of the face

Warning to Veterans.

The body was sighted from an 
airplane by Ome Daiber, Seattle 
mountaineer, who last week led 
volunteer searchers afoot above the 


10,000-foot level and found some of 
Fadden’s belongings. 

“We saw his body the first time 
w> got really close to the snowfield 
above Steamboat Prow,” Daiber 
said. “There was no mistaking it. 
He was lying face-down, head down 
the slope. Had we continued up 
the route we followed Sunday we 
would have come on his body.” 

Elliott Merrill, aviation instruc- 
tor at Boeing Field, piloted’ the 
plane from which Daiber sighted 
the body. From the plane, Charles 
Laidlow, photographer, mapped the 
mountain peak with a_ telescopic 
lens. 

Fadden left Sunrise Park the 
night of Jan. 13. Park authorities 
said his attempt was the first one 
made in January and would have 
been forbidden had they known of 
it. 

Fadden’s father said climbing of 
the peak was “an obsession to our 
boy.” 

Fadden was the thirteenth person 
to lose his life in an attempt to 
climb the peak. Its crevasse-cut 
| heights have lured 11 men and two 

women to their deaths in the last 
| 40 years.

HASTINGS DEFENDS 
PERRE S. DU PONT 


Denounces Schwellenbach for 
“Infamous Slander of Dis- 
tinguished Citizen.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Rising 
in the Senate to defend Pierre 8. 
“du Pont, Senator Hastings (Rep), 
Delaware, said today that the man- 
ufacturers paid income tax of $4,- 
563,988 for 1929 and contributed 
$982,473 to charity that year. He 
assailed as an “infamous slander” 
an attack which Senator Schwel- 
lenbach (Dem.), Washington, made 
on du Pont recently in the Senate. 
Schwellenbach, in a speech de- 
nouncing the American Liberty 


League as controlled by “rascals 
and creooks,” had referred to income 
tax suits by the Government 
against du Pont. The Government 
contends a securities transaction be- 
tween du Pont and John J. Raskob, 
another Liberty League backer, was 
not in good faith. 
Hastings, implying that du Pont 
was a victim of governmental! “ter- 
rorism” because he backed the Lib- 
erty League in its attacks on the 
New Deal, said: 
“This man, who paid more than 
$4,500,000 as an income tax for 
1929; this man, who contributed to 
charity for that same year but 
slightly less than $1,000,000, or a 
total of more than $5,500,000 to his 
Government and to charity, is now 
held up by the junior Senator from 
Washington as being guilty of ‘as 
high a degree of criminality as has 
ever been perpetrated by °‘ rack- 
eteers who were finally put in the 
penitentiary.’ 

“He refers to Mr. du Pont and 
his friends as ‘leeches,’ ‘blood-suck- 
ers,’ as ‘rascals’ and ‘crooks,’ and it 
seems to me that it is not too much 
to say that that speech will ever 
remain a-blot upon the Senator's 
record, if not a blot upon the rec- 
ord, of this great body itself. ... 
It does one thing, however, it bears 
out the prediction of Mr. Farley, 
(Postmaster-General and Democrat- 
ic chairman) that the 1936. cam- 
paign is to be the dirtiest in all 
history.” 

Hastings said that on his 1929 
tax return, du Pont claimed de- 
ductions of $774,332 for charity, but 
that revenue agents found a larger 
amount, $982,473, actually was de- 
ductible. Later, Hastings said, the 
Government reversed a position of 
long-standing on certain charitable 
deductions, and sought to collect a 
deficiency tax of $164,477. 

He said that both sides agreed to 
wait until the Supreme Court de- 
cided a similar case and that the 
court on Nov. 5, 1934, decided 
against the Government. 

However, he continued, “after the 
Liberty League had become some- 
what active” in 1935, the Internal 
Revenue Department questioned du 
Pont, asking him if the securities 
transactions between him and Ras- 
kob were bona fide, Du Pont said 
they were. 

Referring to the department’s 
question, Hastings said: “Here was 
the implication of a charge of 
fraud. Here was intimation of 
terrorism in government.” 

When Hastings concluded, Schwel- 
lenbach asked him if he approved 
the transactions in late 1929 and 
early 1930 between Raskob and du 
Pont. 

“I do not,” Hastings replied, “but 
I do condemn any effort to: try a 
case in the Senate which is pend- 
ing in the Board of Tax Appeals.

I believe the United 
States will find that the principles 
of the co-operative movement , are 
the only practical way of helping 
the farmer. 

“In Japan, 80 per cent of the 
farmers are organized, not in a po- 
litical body, for the co-operative 
movement transcends parties. We 
do not favor abolishing the princi- 
ple of competition in industrial af- 
fairs, as competition contributes to 
improvement, but in the production 
of agricultural crops and food ne- 
cessities, there can be too much 
competition. 

“I am not a visionary, but a prac- 
tical man, with my feet on the 
ground, and I know that improve- 
ments must come by evolutionary 
process, and that everything takes 
time.” 

“Only Army” Anti-American. 


Dr. Kagawa, who has _ been 
termed a “militant mystic,” and 
“the modern St. Francis,” repeated 
his expressions, of opposition to 
militarism, including that prevail- 
ing in his own nation. He said 
that while the power of the army 
was unchecked in Japan at present, 
“the army and the people are as 
opposed to each other as your 
President and your Supreme Court.” 

He said anti-American feeling in 
Japan was confined to the army, 
and was not shared by the intel- 
lectual element, or by the people. 
A recent law of Parliament has pro- 
hibited publication of any matter 
expressing bitterness toward Amer- 
ica or Americans. “I wish the 
United States would pass a similar 
law,” he commented. 

Dr. Kagawa, now 47 years old, is 
in the United States for a_ six 
months’ stay, the latter part of 
which will be spent among the Jap- 
anese living on the Pacific Coast. 
He was the gon of a wealthy father 
and a poor mother, not a legal wife, 
both of whom died in his childhood. 
Leaving unhappy surroundings in 
the home of his father’s widow, he 
became a Christian at 15, through 
attendance at an English Bible 
class. His brother, who had aided 
him for a time, cut off his support 
after Kagawa’s conversion, 

Lived With Poor. 

Thereafter, the youth gave him- 
self to the task of helping the poor 
in the slums of Kobe. He shared his 
dwellings with sick and destitute 
men ,and contracted tuberculosis, 
which was arrested at an early 
stage, and trachoma, which for a 
time threatened his sight. He be- 
came an author, and his books of 
prose and verse have had a wide 
sale, some having been translated 
into English. During a period of 
study in the United States, he 
worked for two years as butler in 
a New York household. 

Imprisoned for his aid to labor in 
several conflicts with the Govern- 
ment, he was called by the Govern- 
ment to conduct relief work in the 
1923 earthquake. More recently, the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—A Re-

duced in the House today by Rep- 


/ resentative Clifford R. Hepe (Rep.), 
Kansas. 

The plan calls for the subsidizing 
of agriculture by an adroit use of 
tariff duties and was hinted at by 
Gov, Alf. M. Landon in his radio 
speech last night. It contemplates 
a direct payment to farmers on a 
certain percentage of their crops 
based on the amount consumed in 
this country and the amount sold 
abroad. The Federal regulation of 
'agriculture, found unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court in the Hoosac 
| Mills decision, is avoided by per- 
_mitting farmers to decide for them- 
peatves how much land will be culti- 
® 


vated. The crop limitation implied 


‘in the bill would be brought about | 


by balancing the Government boun- 
ties on the amount of farm prod- 
ucts domestically consumed. A 
constitutional test of the bill would 
be difficult because the bounty 
payments would be made from the 
general funds of the Treasury, thus 
preventing a taxpayers’ sult such 
as brought by the receivers of the 
Hoosac Mills. 
Determination of Bounty. 

The bill is designed to meet the 
farmers’ constant complaint that 
they are forced to buy in a tariff- 
protected market and must sell 


commoditits which are purchased 
in large quantities by virtually all 
| Ferennere enjoy the average tariff 
‘protection of a 26 per cent ad va- 
lorem duty. 
| Under the Hope bill, the Federal 
Tariff Commission would estimate 
the tariff paid on the 200 articles. 
These figures would be used by the 
Secretary of Agriculture in deter- 
mining what bounty should be paid 
on various agricultural commodi- 
ties, after he had estimated the do- 
mestic consumption of these prod- 
ucts. 

Should the Republican proposal 
be enacted into law, a wheat farm- 
er, for instance, would get the usual 


‘|market price for his crop plus a 


Government bounty on a certain 
percentage of products. 
Operation as to Wheat. 

It has been estimated that a 
fourth of the apnual American 
wheat production is usually sold in 
the export market. Thus, if a wheat 
farmer took 1000 bushels to the 
elevator when wheat was selling for 
$1 a bushel, he would receive at 
once $1000. He would then take his 
receipt to his county agent who 
would give him a Government war- 
rant for 26 cents a bushel on 750 
bushels, or that percentage esti- 
mated to be domestically consumed. 
In the end, he would receive $1195 
for his 1000 bushels. The extra $195 
would be his compensation for the 
extra payment he was forced to 
make on manufactured goods pro- 
tected by the tariff. 

The theory of the bill is that if 
he increased his crop, say to 2000 


-| bushels, he would receive less in the 


regular market and would still get 
only 26 pey cent—not cents—of the 
market price on his 750 bushels. On 
paper, at least, it can be calculated 
that he would receive less for a 
2000 bushel crop than one for 1000 
bushels. If the crop were reduced 
to the domestic consumption the 
farmer would receive proportionate- 
ly more. 

Similar payments would be made 
on other basic agricultural commod- 
ities. 

Landon’s Reference to Plan. 

Gov. Landon hinted at this plan 
-last night when he said: 

“The farmer is entitled to ex- 
pect for his crop a fair price com- 
parable to the price of the com- 
modities which he buys ...I am 
advised from reliable sources that 
the cost of about 200 items the 
farmers has to buy are increased 
about one-fourth by the operation 
of the tariff. Because the farmer 
has been forced to sell on the 
world market, is he not entitled to 
some countervailing provision, to 
some compensating tariff equiv- 
alent, in order that he may re- 
ceive an equal benefit? 

“The purpose of the tariff is to 
protect workers and industry from 
the cheap competition of foreign 
labor. The farmer should be given 
this same protection.” 

Representative Hope has been 
working on the bill for some time, 
but had refused to make public 
its terms. It has been considered 
by the House Republican leaders 
who have given their indorsement,. 

“IT am sure the bill is constitu- 


tional,” Hope said today. “It does

“very largely a monetary” one. 

Although the Committee’s inclu- 
sion of the monetary discussion in 
its report said by Chairman Smith 
to have been unanimous, Democra- 
tic leaders attached little signifi- 
cance to it. They emphasized it was 
merely a statement in the report 
and was not in the bill itself. 

The monetary statement, inserted 
at the request of Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, asserted “arti- 
ficial plans to raise and regulate 
prices have been tried and the Su- 
preme Court hag held such plans 
unconstitutional. It has been dem- 
onstrated that prices have been con- 
trolled by the amount of money in 
circulation. 

“All must remember that with 
our burden of taxes, interest and 
debts, either the general price level 
must be raised, additional taxes 
must be levied, or existing and im- 
pending new debts must be eventu- 
ally repudiated.” 

Thomas on Currency Expansion. 

Thomas said the President under 
existing law had the power to ex- 
pand the currency by more than 
$8,000,000,000, but added:

Al Thomas, veteran major league 
right-handed pitcher, now is a mem- 
ber of the Browns—provisionally at 
jeast. Thomas, in the American 


League since 1926, when he joined 
the Chicago White Sox, last year 
was sent by Washington to the 
Phillies and then to Baltimore. A 
gore arm kept him out of action 
most of last season. 

A free agent, Thomas applied to 
the Browns for a job, stating in his 
application that the arm had com- 
pletely recovered its strength. If he 
shows form at training camp, 
Thomas will be retained, probably 
as a relief hurler. His major league 
record up to and including the sea- 
son of 1934 shows 106 victories and 
115 defeats. Most of his time was 
spent with the White Sox. 


Ryba Signs With Redbirds. 

Mike Ryba, Columbus star pur- 
chased by the Cardinals last fall, 
has signed his 1936 contract, accord- 
ing to an announcement yesterday 
by Vice-President Branch Rickey 
of the Cardinals. 

Ryba has performed successfully 
in every position on the diamond, 


but is particularly skilled as a pitch- 


er and catcher. 

With Columbus last season, he led 
the American Association hurlers 
in games won with 20 victories and 
appeared back of the plate in 19 
contests, while hitting for an av- 
erage of .318 in 245 times at bat. As 
@ pitcher he was charged with but 
eight defeats to give him a winning 
percentage of .714. He was second 
among the regulars in effectiveness 
with an earned run average of 3.29 
and was third in strike-outs with 
138. 

Ryba took part ‘in two games as a 
pitcher after reporting to the Car- 
dinals last fall following the close 
of the A. A. season. He was cred- 
ited with a victory against the Cin- 
cinnati Reds on Sept. 22, when he 
replaced Bill Hallahan after the 
second inning and allowed but two 
hits during the remainder of the 
contest. On Sept. 27, he pitched 


nine innings against the Chicago 
Cubs, losing 5 to 3. 
The Gardinals plan to use Ryba 


chiefly as a hurler, according to 
Rickey.

AM BREADON, looking back 

at a highly profitable year, 
even if the Cardinals didnt 
win the pennant, and hoping that 
the 1936 season will see the Red- 
birds winning their sixth cham- 
pionship in 11 years, is not per- 
turbed by the fact that so much 
depends on minor league ball 
players.

Washington University’s 10-zgame 
football schedule for 1936 is prac- 
tically completed.

Baseball Once a Junket. 


IMES have changed and base- 

ball with it. .Thirty-five years 
ago baseball was still just a 
junket for most of the players— 
an opportunity to see the count- 
try, have a good time and get 
paid for it. It had not yet be- 
come a business with the ball 
players. Naturally the play-boy 
ball player got into more trou- 
ble. 

Today the ball player goes 
down the hotel elevator; but 35 
years ago he went down the fire- 
escape—after midnight. Natur- 
ally, the next day tempers ‘were 
not so sweet and the percentage 
was strongly in favor of violence 
as against arbitration, when dis- 
putes arose.

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IT’S JUNE IN JANUARY. 
In quick succession, the public has been called 
upon to absorb Al Smith’s speech before the Amer- 
ican Liberty League, Senator Robinson’s reply, Al 
Smith’s rejoinder, Senator Borah’s Brooklyn address 
and Gov. Landon’s bid for the presidency at To- 
peka. The calendar and Mr. Fahrenheit say it’s Jan- 
uary. It sounds like June. The boys are swinging 
their shillalahs in the storied, manner of Donnybrook, 
though the conventions are five months off and the 
election nine. If the pace is sustained and the mode 
of battling does not change, there will be few un- 
cracked skulls and unassailed reputations by the 
time the bell rings for the real contest. 
Perhaps we had better go back a bit to get the 
situation into focus. It was Mr. Roosevelt who start- 
ed the thing with his celebrated address “on the 
state of the Union” early in January. Now, ordi- 
narily and as a matter of tradition, the message to 
Congress at its opening session is delivered around 
high noon, sometimes in person, more often by a 
written communication which is droned by reading 
clerks. Mr. Roosevelt held the party in the evening 
with a nation-wide radio hookup, and so far at least 
as the Republicans could see, instead of describing 
the state of the Union, he fired the opening gun of 
the 1936 presidential campaign. 
Next in order is Al Smith, formerly of Oliver 
street and the Fulton Fish Market, appearing re- 
splendent in white tie and tails, to use the descrip- 
tion of Arthur Krock in the New York Times, as 
the “idol of the Delaware du Ponts, the Oyster Bay 
Roosevelts and the Mellon retinue of Pennsylvania.” 
Much has been made of the dramatic contrast be- 
tween the brown derby and the high hat and of the 
alleged metamorphosis of Al from a champion of the 
masses to a spokesman for the American Liberty 
League. : 
Of course, Al has been toting the figurative high 
hat for a long time, as any close analysis of his 
record and associations for the past eight or 10 
years will disclose. But let that pass. What Al did 
at the league’s dinner was his famous trick of “pull- 
ing the record.” With the biting irony at which he 
excels, he showed that the Roosevelt administration, 
in its performance, has departed widely from the 
platform adopted at Chicago in 1932. Unquestiona- 
bly, Smith scored some telling points. 
Then comes the scarred old wheelhorse, Senator 
Robinson, to pull the record on Al, and he did so 
with great adroitness. The Al whq warned the Lib- 
erty Leaguers about Moscow was the same Al who 
defended himself against the charge of Muscovite 
leanings in 1928. The Al who berated the Roose- 
velt policies was the same person who, in numerous 
utterances, had approved them, at least partly, in 
the past. The Al who paid pious tribute to the 
Constitution Saturday night was, in 1933, reminding 
Americans that during the war we took the Consti- 
tution, wrapped it up, put it on the shelf and forgot 
it until the war was over. 
At this point, one may well arise and ask: “What 
has all this to do with the price of eggs?” And it 
would be a fair question. The Smith-Robinson im- 
breglio might go on forever without contributing a 
single thought toward solving the country’s problems 
that lie ahead. As a matter of fact, Smith might 
have retorted by pulling the record on Robinson, as 
Huey Long did in the Senate. The record shows that 
Senator Robinson is a cautious conservative at heart, 
regardless of what leftist attitudes political exigen- 
cies may have caused him to strike. 
Senator Borah, whose studied aloofness from deal- 
ing in personalities has contributed so much to his 
effectiveness in the Senate, said a good thing in his 
Brooklyn address. Referring to Smith’s speech, he 
said: 


It was fine. But, Republican friends, let us 
not make the fatal mistake of assuming that this 
‘ election will turn upon the question of a dead 
platform. It must turn upon the question of a 
living platform. And if the Republican party 
does not give the people a living platform, you 
may be assured that the election will not be 
gratifying in its result. 


It is an interesting coincidence that the same 
advice was given by William Allen White of Em- 
poria, Kan., long a power in the Republican party, 
upon his return Tuesday from a Pacific voyage. He 
said: “To win, we Republicans must deserve to win. 
Until we get rid of the suicide complex which is 
gripping us and hurrying us to a babbling madhouse 
in the June convention, we will not deserve to win.” 
He added that. “if we could spend a week earnestly 
debating the platform in the give-and-take of combat 
that this debate would inevitably réquire and pro- 
duce, a candidate would. emerge—a leader personi- 
fying our cause.” 

Pulling the record, filling the air with impreca- 
tions, may be amusing, but only in the sense that any 
hippodrome performance is amusing. It gets us no- 
where. Again to quote Mr. Krock: “What if all the 
candidates and all the rebels can be shown to have 
reversed themselves? The amount of injury to the 
President’s re-election prospects will not be meas- 
ured by that. It will be measured by the effect of 
what Mr. Smith thinks and does this year, by the ex- 
tent to which less influential but eminent Democrats 
will follow or outrun him. ... That is what will 
count in a political sense, not how inconsistent the 
President and Mr. Smith can be shown to be, not 
what was said and thought four, three and two years 
ago, but what is said and thought in 1936.” 

So while the war is definitely on, it has so far 
largely been sound and fury, signifying nothing.

DR. CUMMING’S PUBLIC CAREER. 


Dr. Hugh S. Cumming, who will retire as Surgeon- 
General of the United States Public Health Service 
Feb. 1, first became an employe of the Federal Gov- 
ernment soon after his graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia Medical School, 43 years ago. Five 
years later he passed the examination required for 
promotion in the Public Health Service, and in 1911 
he became a surgeon. On the basis of these peace- 
time services and his duty with the navy during 
the war, he was appointed Surgeon-General by Presi- 
dent Wilson in 1920. Altogether, he has served dur- 
ing the administrations of nine Presidents, includ- 
ing no fewer than four changes from one political 


party to another.

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SMOKE AND HEALTH. 

Of anti-smoke resolutions and anti-smoke cam- 
paigns there is no end, but St. Louis has made scarce- 
ly even a beginning in getting rid of its noxious men- 
ace. Every fresh attack nevertheless has a certain 
potential value in rousing public opinion. Particu- 
larly welcome at this time is the enlistment of the 
St. Louis Medical Society in the war on smoke. 

Medical men know at first hand what a definite 
health peril is created by smoke. The society's 
proposal for a permanent civic group to attack the 
problem is along familiar lines. Action is the great 
requisite, but organization is an essential prelimi- 
nary, and the physicians will be able, by aggressive- 
ly entering the campaign, to present the problem in 
a form that will bring it home to every family, and 
help create the pressure that must in the end bring 
a solution. 

The ill effects of smoke on health have long been 
known. Forty years ago, it wag found that the work- 
ing life of persons living in Manchester, England, 
was cut short 10 years by the smoke. In Leeds, a 
smoke pall lasting six days increased the death rate 
from 50 to 178 per 1000 population. According to 
Dr. Arnold H. Kegel, former Health Commissioner 
of Chicago, that city’s death rate could be lowered 
one-sixth if smoke were eliminated. A survey of 12 
smoke-ridden cities shows a death rate 31 per cent 
higher than in a comparable number of smoke-free 
communities. 

Smoke reduces the supply of fresh air and sun- 
shine, whose therapeutic value is familiar. The list 
of ailments which it helps induce or aggravates is a 
long one: colds, pneumonia, tuberculosis, sinus trou- 
bles and other respiratory diseases; rickets and mal- 
nutrition; eye diseases; nervous afflictions and gen- 
eral lowering of resistance. Says H. B. Meller, smoke 
authority of Pittsburgh: “More persons are devital- 
ized, disabled and poisoned by the impurities in 
smoke-polluted air than by the noxious ingredients 
in food and water.” 

Medicine as practiced today deals with prevention 
as well as cure. When the physicians attack the 
smoke problem, they follow the best ideals of pre- 
ventive medicine. They will find plenty of allies 
in their fight—the groups attacking the problem from 
the economic standpoint, the safety organizations, 
civic bodies, technical experts and, in fact, all public- 
spirited citizens. Together, they can create a great 
wave of public demand that will ultimately result in 
getting something done.

A Texas View of the Farm Problem 


Solution of agricultural dilemma involves increasing exchange value of farmer's prod- 
ucts in relation to goods he buys and finding markets adequate to his producing 
capacity, Texas writer says; tariff policy has brought deadlock in latter field, he 
adds; thinks constitutional remedy, without production control, can be found.

farmer's problems, without Federal con- 

trol of agricultural production, in our 
opinion, can be found. And a proper s0- 
lution will also solve other problems the 
country is facing, including the stubborn 
problem of unemployment, But in order 
to work out such a solution, the gentlemen 
of Congress must be prepared to use more 
fundamental means than they have seemed 
willing to use to date. 

As we see it, there are two problems to 
be solved. One is the problem of increas- 
ing the exchange value of agricultural 
products in relation to the things the farm- 
er buys, so that the rewards of his labor 
will be more comparable t6 the rewards 
of labor in industry and other fields of 
economic activity. This, let it be said, is 
not quite the same thing as “parity prices.” 
In making a fetish of “parity prices,” farm 
leaders and their friends in Congress have 
created much confusion of thought. 

The real need is not “parity prices,” but 
something approaching parity income in 
consumable goods. How much money a 
pound of cotton or bushel of wheat will 
bring is not nearly so important to the 
farmer as how much of the things he buys 
a pound of cotton or a bushel of wheat 
will pay for. It is a problem of enabling 
the farmer to obtain more of the products 
of other men’s labor with the products of his 
labor, 


A tarmer's proviems, way of solving the 


The other problem to be solved is that 
of finding markets which are adequate to 
the capacity of American farmers to pro- 
duce, so that agriculture may utilize fully 
and economically the land and labor re- 
sources which are available to it in the Unit- 
ed States. It is our opinion that Federal 
control of production is incapable of solv- 
ing either of these two problems, Conse- 
quently, as we see it, the circumstance that 
the Supreme Court has held that the Fed- 
eral Government has no power to control 
agricultural production has not affected at 
all our ability to solve the fundamental 
agricultural problems. 

The fundamental cause of these problems 
is the capacity of American farmers to pro- 
duce much more than the American people 
could possibly consume. It is absolutely cer- 
tain that American farmers will have such 
capacity for many decades in the future. The 
very desire of farm leaders and Congress to 
control production is proof of this. 

Now, this capacity to produce more than 
domestic needs has compelled the farmers 
for generations to sell their products at 
world prices both at home and abroad. 
There would have been no disadvantage in 
this if they had been able to buy their ne- 
cessities at world prices. But they have 
never been able to do this. On the contrary, 
they have been compelled to buy at domestic 
prices, and most of the time these domestic 
prices have been at a level much higher 
than the world price level. 

This higher domestic price level has been 
created and maintained by means of the 
high tariff system. That is why propo- 
nents of a farm subsidy financed by process- 
ing taxes have defended it on the ground 
that it was in compensation for the tariff. 
That is why some of them have called the 


processing taxes “the farmer's tariff.” But 
the capacity of American farmers to pro 
duce is such that this “farmer's tariff” 
would not work, unless production was con- 
trolled drastically, And chiefly because of 
another effect of the tariff, the policy of 
controlled production would not work as a 
long-time program, however useful‘it might 
be in preventing disaster in an emergency. 
a > 7. 

That other effect of the tariff consists 
in the circumstance that since the United 
States has ceased to be a debtor nation, 
with large annual obligations to pay abroad, 
the tariff has operated to reduce and even 
to destroy the foreign market for American 
agricultural products. This has come about 
because, in this new situation, foreigners 
have no means of paying for American 
products except the proceeds of their own 
goods sold abroad. Before the World War, 
when the American people were the debtors 
of foreigners in huge amounts and had 
large annual obligations to pay to foreign- 
ers, this annual income from the United 
States was available to foreigners to pay 
for American goods, It is no longer avail- 
able, for it no longer exists. 

As a matter of fact, the situation is the 
other way around, and foreigners have an- 
nual obligations to pay in the United States. 
This has impelled foreigners to seek other 
sources of supply of products they formerly 
purchased from America, even at a higher 
cost. 

Italy is producing wheat at a much high- 
er cost than the price it would have to pay 
for American wheat, Germany is producing 
lard at a much higher cost than the price 
it would have to pay for American lard 
and most textile-manufacturing nations are 
seeking sources of cotton outside of the 
United States, even at higher cost. High 
tariffs have been established to keep Amer- 
ican products out. This applies also to many 
manufactured products, like automobiles, 
which many countries are manufacturing at 
much higher cost because of their inability 
to pay for American products by getting 
products of their own, which they produce 
efficiently, over the American tariff wall. 

. * * 


The crux of the matter is to be found 
in this situation. It is by realizing that 
this is the situation to be cured that we 
may find the key to the problems we are 
facing, not merely the farmer’s problems, 
but the problems also of reduced purchas- 
ing power and chronic unemployment, and 
even the problem of lower living standards 
throughout the world. 

It is certain that by curing this situation, 
we shall solve the twin problems of increas- 
ing the exchange value of farm products 
and of providing markets adequate to the 
capacity of American farmers to produce, 
No program of restricted production will 
solve these twin.problems, It will only ag- 
gravate and intensify the situation which 
created these problems in the first place. 

We are not suggesting, however, that cur- 
ing this situation is a simple matter. But 
simple or difficult, until statesmen are pre- 
pared to undertake seriously the task of 
curing it, genuine solution of these other 
problems, including those of the farmer, 
will be postponed,

Unlike most polls, Merry-Go-

1. The American people seem 
most to worry about burdening the 
next generation with debt. This is 
probably the chief argument used 
against Roosevelt. 

2. Next in line is the worry about 
foreign entanglements. On _ this 
there is no criticism of Roosevelt. 


8. Among those who favor thé 
President, probably the most fre- 
quently expressed opinion is that 
he is a “great humanitarian.” The 
comparison with Lincoln , is fre- 
quent. 

4. A great many people seem to 
be of the opinion that we have 
passed through a sort of bloodless 
revolution under Roosevelt. 


5. Men and women of all walks 
of life are thinking deeply about 
economic problems. Judging from 
the Merry-Go-Round letters, peo- 
ple in rural sections are better in- 
formed than city dwellers. 

6. The predominant note in the 
letters opposing Roosevelt is per- 
sonal dislike. There are evidences 
of a growing class-consciousness 
tinged with bitterness. 

7. Many of those who vote for 
Roosevelt do not agree with all of 
his policies, which may explain the 
discrepancy between The Merry-Go- 
Round poll and the Literary Di- 
gest’s, which is based on approval 
of New Deal policies. The opinion 
is constantly expressed that he 
“tries hard,” “is doing the best he 
can under the circumstances.”

tures of life in the country, 

Father often declared, was the 
general inefficiency and slackness 
of small village tradesmen. He said 
he had originally supposed that 
such men were interested in busi- 
ness, and that that was why they 
had opened their shops and sunk 
capital in them, but no, they never 
used them for anything but gossip 
and sleep. They took no interest 
in civilized ways.

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got so worried about what Father 
would say that she decided to send 
to the village. 

There was no telephone, of 
course.

T was a high-strung, bewildered 
J ana aimless Prince who came 
out of the war. 

He was indifferent to much of 
life. The new world was cock- 
eyed. Everything. was upside 
down. 

The fact that he had been de- 
nied the actual front-line fighting 
had ground into him an additional 
sense of frustration. At times he 
felt an inferiority to other young 
men unhampered by the terrific 
weight of position. 

But like most of them, he was 
overwhelmed by the injustices of 
life and death. 

Confused, uncertain, with nerves 
taut, the Prince became the typical 
young returned officer about town. 
London night clubs saw him regu- 
larly. His companions were officers 
who themselves were shattered and 
unnerved by war experiences. 

The Prince during these years !m- 
mediately following the war was a 
young bachelor who must have 
looked upon much that had to do 
with marriage as simply another bit 
of unreality that was practiced by 
a world of hyprocrisy and bunk.

During the war, when the Prince 
served with the British troops on 
the Italian front, he was naturally 
a guest for a time at the Palace 
in Rome. 

True to its possibility, rumors 
spread over Europe of his engage- 
ment to the daughter of the King, 
Princess Yolanda. The press of the 
world did not bother to ascertain 
how impossible this match was, 
even if the young Prince had de- 
sired to make this beautiful Prin- 
cess his wife.

We'll see to it at 
once.” 

Then he turned to Winston 
Churchill, who at this time was 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. “Mr. 
Churchill,” the Prince went on, 
“may I ask you to take care of this 
personally?” 

In April, 1919, he made his first 
visit to the slums of Southwark, 
London. He was seeing first hand 
how his ex-comrades, the men who 
had won the war, were actually 
living. 

In one unpainted, half-tumbled- 
down tenement house he climbed 
a rickety stair to an attic with a 
ceiling so low that he could barely 
stand upright. The window-panes 
were broken and the whole room 
reeked with unspeakable filth. 


“It is damnable beyond words,” 
the Prince said in a low voice. 

He was learning. He was going 
down among them in peace-time 
life, just as he had done with his 
comrades in the war. He was see- 
ing that civil life, for millions of 
men, was even worse than war. 

Ten days later he paid his first 
visit to a working men’s club near 
Kew Gardens. And two weeks 
after that he made his first speech 
about proper housing. 

In May he was initiated into the 
Craft of Freemasonry in the House- 
hold Brigade Lodge.

the fact that permanent changes 
Jhave occurred. in the bone. These 
changes can’t be undone. It is prob- 
able that focal infections cause the 
overgrowth of bone, and removal of 
these foci will stop a continuance 
of the process, but it would be 
wrong to suppose that removal of 
foci of infection will cause the dis- 
ease to disappear, and hopes based 
upon any such theory are false. 

This form of arthritis occurs 
usually after middle age, and the 
most hopeful thing that can be said 
about it is that as time goes on 
the condition improves and  be- 
comes stationary; the pain disap- 
pears, which most patients find the 
most important element in the 
case; there remains behind some 

- fixation of the joint so that it loses 
its movability; but in people past 
middle age this is not nearly so 
important or so much of a disabil- 
ity as it would be in younger peo- 
ple. 

Time Element. 

After the removal of focal infec- 
tions, therefore, time is a very im- 
portant element in treatment, and if 
the patient can wear it out, he will 
eventually get well for all practical 
purposes. This should be remem- 
bered when drastic methods of 
treatment tempt one to take un- 
n chances. — 

What to do while wearing the 
arthritis out is a question. The most 
important element in treatment, if 
this philosophy of the disease be 
correct, is the relief of pain, and 
most of the treatments which have 
been advocated or advanced for 
arthritis are directed toward this 
object. This is true of the use of 
heat in various forms, water treat- 
ments, massage, or exposure to 
lights. * | 

We will consider these treatments 
more in detail later. As a prelim- 

, however, it is important to 
remember the influence that weath- 
er changes and cold have upon the 
process and to make every provi- 
sion to protect from these elements. 
If circumstances permit, removal 
to a warmer climate during the 
winter months; if they do not, it 
should be possible to keep the pa- 
tient indoors and warm most of the 
24 hours: Staying at home on a 
wet, sloppy, snowy day will repay 
in dividends and will probably be an 
economic saving in the long run, 
even if it necessitates a few days’ 
absence from business.
